Again the United States:is to’ be 
invited to take a part with Europe in 
a.great post-war settlement. A new 
body of experts is to make up afresh 
the question of German reparations | ‘ 
and allied war debts.- Our govern- 
ment is to be asked.to name repre- 
sentatives on this commission. The 
invitation to do so will come from the 
Reparations Commission, of which 
an American, Mr. PARKER GILBERT, 
is General Agent. How can it be 
declined? America efficiently coop- 
erated in. devising the Dawes plan, 
of which it is now proposed to make 
a virtual revision. We have no sound 
reason to drop our hands from the 
work to which we once put them. 
To say.that it is none of our affair 
would be simply stupid. It touches 
us deep in our pockets, if not in our 
hearts and consciences, It would be 
the height of folly to refuse to work 
with’ those who are undertaking a 
task which is in many ways of vital 
concern to us. 

To reassure those whom President 
COOLIDGE calls “the timid and the 

suspicious,” it should be added that 
these’ financial experts will have 
no power to bind the governments 
which they represent. Every deci- 
sion of theirs must be referred back 
for approval or rejection. So there 
need be no outcry at Washington or 
anywhere else in the country about 
terrible entangling alliances abroad; 
about the inability of our statesmen

EASING THE FLOW OF TRAFFIC. 


The report of the Automobile Mer- 
chants’ Association and Deputy 
Police Commissioner Hoyt’s talk be- 
fore the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Association 
indicate growing public recognition 
of the seriousness of the traffic 
problem in this city. Mayor 
WALKER’S committee only scratched 
its surface. Other cities have been 
more forehanded than New York, 
notably Chicago and: Boston, which 
have both recently. completed . in- 
vestigations into this intricate: sub- 
ject. It is increasingly believed that 
street congestion cannot be cured by 
regulation alone. 4

The merchants .recommend - that 
some of these measures be adopted 
in New York, with modifications| 
appropriate to local conditions.

The committee would 
make pedestrians obey traffic sig- 
nals and traffic officers. Any such 
radical move might require a vig- 
Orous exercise of police power, as 
Mr. ‘HoyT pointed out. Mindful 
of Chicago’s example, the committee. 
urges the provision of more off- 
street facilities before the adoption 
of an absolute ban on parking, and 
suggests that the space under the 
proposed Express Highway on the 
west side might be used for this pur- 
pose. Further’ curtailment of the 
parking ‘privilege “is' bound to come. 
Mr. HOyT makes the point that total 
prohibition is*far easier to enforce: 
than limited parking measures. His 
study of the’ city’s traffic, however, 
has led him, °as it’ had led many 
others, to realize that “the ultimate

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FRED WRIGHT DIES. _ 
AFTER AN OPERATION 





English Comedian, Brother of |‘ 


Haidee Wright, Was Last Seen 
Here in ‘The Mikado.’ 


Fred Wright, well known as an 
English comedian, and member of a 
distinguished English theatrical fam- 
ily, died early yesterday miorning at 
St. Luke’s Hospital. He was oper- 
ated upon for empyema a few days 
ago. 

Mr. Wright, who was 57 years old, 
was last seen in New York as Ko-Ko 
in the Winthrop Ames production of 
‘The. Mikado,’’ about a year ago. 


In addition to being the son of the- 
atrical parents, he was the brother 
ef Haidee Wright, who is well known 
here, and of Huntley Wright; an- 
other prominent London comed 
In addition to his career as an actor, 
Mr. Wright was also the author of 
several comedies and adaptations. 

Mr. Wright, who first went,on. the 
stage as a baby, made his first visit 
to America in 1904, when he appeared 
with Edna May in several musical 
shows. In 1910. he was seen here in 
the-principal comedy, réle in ‘‘Our 
Miss Gibbs,” a réle which he also 
acted with success in German in 
Berlin and Vienna. He also appeared 
here in 1911 in an important rdéle in 
‘The Pink Lady;’’ 

In London he appeared in a long 
succession of operettas, notable 
among which were ‘‘The Runaway 
Girl,’’ “‘The Orchid,’’ ‘‘The Prince of 
Pilsen,’’ “Erminie” and ‘“‘The Maid 
of the Mountains.”
